Crews of nine ships in New 
York harbor and longshore- 
men from Pier 2 at Erie Basin 
walked out on strike yester- 
day in answer to the general 
maritime strike call issued 
by the Joint Atlantic Sea- 


men’s Strike Committee. 


Pickets were dispatched to all 


piers in Manhattan and Brooklyn, 
where the struck ships were tied up, 
and squads of seamen were visit- 


ing seventeen ships that arrived in 


the harbor yesterday urging the 
men to take a strike vote.

Ranger, a steam freighter of the 
New-Tex Line which was struck on 
Saturday at Pier 23, North River. 
The Tev7s Ranger is now riding at 
anchor vi hout a crew, off the 
Statve of Liberty. 

Forty seamen of the Steel Mariner, 
an Isthmian liner, struck at Pier 29 
in Brooklyn and immediately set up 
a picket line-in front of the dock. 

The 8. S. Lammot Dupont, a 
powder ship, was lying idle at Pier 
2 at Erie Basin after 38 members 
of the crew went out on strike. 
Fifty longshoremen, members of 
Local 808 of the International Long- 
shoremen’s Association, downed their 
tools and struck in sympathy with 
the sailors of the Lammot Dupont. 

More Ships Struck 

Other ships on strike are S. 8. 
Havana, a Ward Liner, which is 
iied up at Pier 14, East River; the 
Olympic, an oil tanker belonging to 
the Dollar Line, at Warren, N. J.; 
the Ardmore, a Mallory Liner at 
Crane’s dockyard in Brooklyn; the 
S. S. Haiti, a large fruit ship docked 
at Pier 8 on South St.; the Wind- 
ing Gulf, of the Mystic Steamship 
Line, and the Diamond Cement. 

A arrived at the strike 
headquarters, 140 Broad St., yester- 
day morning ting that ‘the strike 
was partially effective in Baltimore, 
where crews of five ships walked 
out in answer to the call of the 
Joint Strike Committee. 

Herold Baxter, secretary of the 
strike committee, announced that 
he expected the strike to be fully 
effective in the port of New York 
by Wednesday, when 5,000 seamen 
who are still at sea expected to 
leave the ships. 

“There are 15,000 longshoremen 
in the port of New York,” Baxter 
8 “and we are appealing to them 

to join with the seamen in their 
fight for better conditions and hir- 
ing halls controlled by the rank and 
file. We expect many longshore- 
men to join the strike within the 
next few days.” 

The major lines that will be af- 
fected by the strike, according to 
a statement issued by the strike 

committee, will be the Isthmian, 
Munson, Ward, United Fruit, Bull 
Line, the United States Line and 
a number of oil tank steamship 
companies. 

Pickets Mass At Piers 

Every pier where the struck ships 
are tied up was blocked off by large 
numbers of pickets. Squads of 
seamen were being dispatched from 
the Broad Street strike headquar- 
ters throughout the day to visit 
newly-arrived ships and to take a 
strike vote. Ten of these squadrons 
were active along the waterfront. 

Cousiderable attention was de- 


voted by the strikers to the ques- 
tion of keeping the shipping of- 


fices closed. Committees were set up 
for the purpose of visiting these of- 
fices. Roy Hudson, chairman of the 


strike committee said that the ma-

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal. Oct. 8.— 


United States wholly or temporarily 
unemployed, estimates based on 
application of figures of a state- 
wide survey by the State of Mass- 
achusetts to the entire country re- 
veal. These figures, showing that 
the estimates of the A. F. of L. 
Executive Council of 10,000,000 un- 
employed are far too low, were to 
presented today to the A: F. 
of L. convention here by Robert J. 
Watt, of the Massachusetts Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

The survey of the state shows 
that based on the 1930 U. S. census 
figures of 48,829,920 employable per- 
sons, if applied to the country, more 
than sixteen million are jobless.

The Massachusetts state figures, 
as of June 13, show that in the 
state there were 1,808,840 employ- 
able persons. Of these, 624,526 or 
only 34½ per cent were wholly or 
temporarily employed.

ISTANBUL, Turkey, Oct. 8—An)| 
attempt on the part of France to 
encroach on the national indepen- 
dence of Turkey led yesterday to 
an exchange of artillery between 
Smyrna forts and two French de- 
stroyers. 


The request of the French author- 
ities for permission for the destroy- 
ers to visit Istanbul and Smyrna 
was answered by the Turkish Gov- 
ernment’s consenting to a call at 
Istanbul but absolutely refusing any 
stopping at Smyrna. 


Ignoring the Turkish reply, the 
destroyers Cassard and Guepard en- 
tered the Gulf of Smyrna. Where- | 
upon shore batteries fired four blank 
rounds, and then, when the destroy- 
ers continued on, the forts fired a 
live shell ahead and one behind the 
destrovers. 

They withdrew afterward and ap- 
proached the coast of Foca, where 
coast guards fired rifles. The de- 
stroyers returned the fire and then |

MADRID, Oct. 8. — Soviets 
were set up in the Southern 
part of Spain today at Pardo 
Del Rey, as the workers thru- 
out the country went into the 
offersive arveinst the Lerroux 
fascist regime.

Fighting Spreads

The cabinet announced 
that it could not mobilize the troops 
because military maneuvers have 
just ended, and the soldiers have 
returned to thei: resnective ter. 
tories. That this is a subterfuge 
is clearly shown by tre fact t 
only so-called “loval” troops were 
chosen to proceed against Oviedo, 
now in the hands of the workers. 


False Reports Nailed 

MADRID, Oct. 8.— The tremen- 
dous growing sweep of the armed 
struggles of the Spanish workers 
and peasants spreading from North 
to South, throughout the entire 
land today, gave the lie to the de- 
| liberately falsified reports of the 
‘fascist Lerroux government that the 
“revolt had been crushed.” 
| Great masses of impoverished 
| Reasants in Andalucia joined the ir- 
surgent movement against the Fas- 
| cist regime, seizing the land of the 
rich landlords, arming themselves 
and opening fire on the Civil Guard 
and Fascist gangs. 

500 Bombs Dropped 

Despite terrific bombing by army 
planes, the workers in Ovieda, As- 
i turias, entrenched themselves, Five 
hundred bombs were dropped on 
the city, killing many unarmed 
people, men, women and children. 
But the Red Flag still flies over 
this city, firmly in the hands of 
the workers. The rebel forces have 
captured a huge government ar- 
senal. 

In Barcelona, 
Catalonia, where the Lerroux 
‘ernment had aiready announced 
the docm of the autonomous re- 
public, the workers went into ac- 
tion, raking the streets with ter- 
rific gun-fire. It appears that the 
fighting has only begun, with 
greater and greater forces entering 
on the side of the werkers, against 
the fascist dictatorship. 

Red Flags Hevn 

The towns of Matorell, Sabadell, 
| Badalona, on the outskirts of Bar-

ganizer, “but we won't be in jail 

We have lawyers from San 
Francisco and Sacramento ready to 
defend us and post bond for us. 
This ban on public speeches is a 
violation of the frée spéech clause 
of the Constitutiof and we are ready 
to go to court to prove it.” 

And with this brave declaration, 
the Socialists girded themselves for 
battle. Be it said in Miller’s favor, 
he, if not Dempster, was sincére. 
Before the Communist or Socialist 
conventions opened in the state 
capital, Miller sought out the writer 
and suggested a united front. He 
did so, however, reckoning without 
Dempster. 

A committee from the Commu- 
nist convention called upon the So- 
cialist convention and offered to 
join with the Socialists in the free 
Speech fight. This offer was flatly 
refused. 

Now workers of Sacramento can 
see which party displays bad faith, 
Which one may be trusted and 
which one may not. 

At 7:20 a.m., ten minutes before 
the Socialist free speech meeting 
was scheduled to start, Raymond 
Henderson, Socialist attorney of 
‘Bakersfield, with cops standing by, 
rose to the platform in the park 
and announced that there would 
be no meeting in the park, but that 
it would be held in the Plaza Thea- 
tre across the street. About a quar- 
ter of the audience, prompted only 
“by curiosity to see through to a 
‘finish the Socialist trickery, re- 
sponded to Henderson’s invitation. 

Meantime, despite the Socialist

Henderson, “we are fortunate this 
evening in having the use of this 
theatre. We called on the City 
Manager again this afternoon 
about our right of free speech in 
the park and he still insisted he 
would have to arrest us, but he 
finally promised he would see 
what he could do. He got us this 
theatre to use this evening, and, 
as we think it is much cooler in 
here and more comfortable than 
asking you to stand in the park, 
we were glad to take it. I think 
we owe our benefactor a vote of 
thanks.” 


While the City Manager was us- 
ing his kind offices to find a thea- 
tre for the Socialist meeting, so 
that he would not be embarrassed 
by his cops being forced to pinch 
Socialist speakers, the same city of- 
ficial was intimidating the manager 
of Dante Hall, where the Commu- 


-hists were scheduled to hold a huge 


convention rally the same evening. 
The doors of the hall were locked. 
The newspapers announced that the 
hall had been denied to the Com- 
munists. Even this trick did not 
prevent large number of workers 
showing up at the hall. However, 
from 7 o’olock on police were on 
hand to intimidate the workers and 
prevent them from assembling.

Textile Profits 65 Per Cent-- 
But Real Wages Hit New Lows 


N.R.A. Election Ballyhoo Boasts of Profits; But 


Is Silent on $5 


a Week Wages

The Roosevelt New Deal“ is a

the latest issue of his magazine 
“Today.” ' 


The New Deal has been a success 
in the textile industry, Moley tells 
the readers of “Today” and lists as 
proof the following profits in tex- 
tiles: 


Seventeen leading textile com- 
panies report net income for the 
first six months of 1934 of $877,000, 
an increase of 65 per cent over the 
first six months of 1933. 


Quite so. But during this period 
the living standards of the textile 
workers dropped to starvation levels. 
The cost of retail food in an av- 
erage textile town rose 23 per cent, 
according to the figures of the De- 
partment of Labor. 

At the same time the curtailment 
order of the N. R. A, calling for a 
25 per cent reduction from the 
40-hour week slashed wages 25 per 
cent, 

In addition, the  stretch-out 
reached such killing speed that be- 
tween August 6 and August 12 600 
complaints were filed by textile 
workers with the N. R. A. Industrial 
Relations Board for action. The 
Board dismissed more than 40 per 
cent of the complaints and did 
little about the others. 

The result: textile workers driven 
to produce from 50 to 100 per cent

Wages in textile mills have 
reached new depths of degradation 


under the Roosevelt N. R. A. codes

(skilled)—for eight hours, 
$2.80; Sweeper (unskilled) — for 
eight hours work, $1.92; Card ma- 
chine operator (semi-skilled)—for 
sixteen hours work, $4.80; Girl 
(skilled)—for eight hours 
work $2.40; Frame operator 
(skilled) —for 16 hours work, $5.10. 


These are WEEKLY earnings of a 
typical textile town. These are the | 
average payments at the N. R. ne 
code rates, from $12 to $14 a week. 


With rising prices, company de- 
ductions, sickness, lay-offs, and 
stretch-out, they give a picture of 
unexampled misery and starvation 
in the textile centers where4almost 
one million textile workers grind 
profits for the employers. 


The conclusion is inescapable: 
the “success” of the New Deal which 
Moley asks the workers to continue 
in the Congressional elections has 
been only a successful wringing of 
new profits from the workers by 
lowering their real wages and their 
daily standards of living. 


More profits—and more misery. 
That has been the “success” of the 
Roosevelt New Deal in the textile 
industry.

Trail of Broken Promises Proves That Sinclair 


Now Is Meant to Aid 
Big Business 


By David Ramsey 

It has become pretty obvious as 
the election campaign progresses 
that Upton Sinclair will repudiate 
what is still left of his Epic Plan 
before election day. He has broken 
his utopian promises in record- 
breaking time in order to curry 
favor with the Roosevelt regime and 
the old-line politicians of the 
oe machine in Califor- 
nia. 

As soon as Mr. Sinclair won the 
Democratic nomination for Goy- 
ernor he began to hold long and 
“friendly” conferences with Creel 
and other of his supposedly bitter 
enemies. And about a week after. 
his secret conference with Roose- 
velt, the N. Y. Times reported that 
he had “agreed to a radical modifi- 
cation of his Epic Plan.” Sinclair 
must have assured Roosevelt of his 
loyalty to the capitalist class, and 
in return he must have been given

demagogy he was to offer to the 
workers and farmers of California. 
Praised By Farley 

At the nominating convention 
Sinclair embraced every pollitician 
in sight and earned the approval of 
Roosevelt’s political lieutenant, 
Postmaster General Farley. To get 
this support Sinclair junked his own 
program on the grounds that 
Roosevelt was going to carry it 
through in some distant future. 

What remained of Sinclair’s false 
pledges can be gathered from 
Creel’s statement given to the N. Y. 
Times while enroute to Washing- 
ton, where he conferred with 
Roosevelt. Creel denied that the 
Democratic State platform in Cali- 


form, our State platform is one 
upon which any Démocrat can 
stand. In adopting it we threw out 
the Sinclair proposal to pay $50 a 
month to persons past 60 years of 
age. We also dropped his scrip 
plan, his plan for a $300,000,000 bond 
issue, his plan for farm communes 
and for State stores, his plan for 
exempting from taxation all prop- 
erty of less than $3,000 assessed 
valuation and his plan for repeal 
of the sales tax.”

What is left of the Epic by now 
is little more than a plan to help 
big business. Unemployment relief 
is to be cut even below its present 
inadequate level, and the unem- 
ployed are to be left to the tender 
mercies of a primitive system of 
barter. Sinclair assures the capi- 
talists that by supporting him they 
will be able to save the money that 
is now being used for relief pur- 
poses, and put the burden on the 
unemployed themselves. 

Sinclair, to save his face, has an- 
nounced that his program has had 
to be modified because of constitu- 
tional barriers. He speaks of a 
“twilight zone of law” that forces 
him to use only “such procedure as 
our people are used to and our 
courts have definitely sanctioned.” 

Capitalist “Self-Help” 
This means that Sinclair’s pipe- 
dream, when brought down to earth, 
is simply the system of barter and 
self-help that the capitalists have 
been trying to sell to the workers 
since the start of the crisis. There 
will be no genuine relief for the 
workers in California, since Sinclair 


now says that social insurance will s. 


have to wait until the further de- 
velopment of the new deal. 

What is in store for the workers 
of California if they allow them- 
selves to be taken in by Sinclair’s 
barrage of false promises? He has 
come out for the so-called Ohio 
plan, which he now embraces as 

as his former love— 
Epic. In Ohio the unemployed are 
forced to toil to earn the large sum 
of $20 a month which they receive 
for relief. In addition, they can 
work extra hours and receive credit 
with which to obtain products 
manufactured at a few factories 
where other unemployed are work- 
ing at relief wages. 

Jobless Carry Burden 

Under this scheme the unem- 
ployed are forced to carry the 
whole burden of unemployment. 
Instead of adequate relief or unem- 
ployment insurance, they receive 
starvation relief wages and the 
privilege of slaving for a few bar- 
tered articles. 

This is a wonderful system for 
the capitalists. Relief is reduced 
to a sub-existence level. The un- 
employed must slave to obtain 
shoes or clothing for their fam- 
ilies. The starvation standards of 
the unemployed become the stand- 
ards toward which the employed 


workers find themselves driven.

Subsistence Colonies 


The Ohio plan, to which Sinclair 
now subscribes, is part of Roose- 
velt’s scheme to drive the unem- 
ployed to subsistence colonies, where 
they will be insulated from the em- 
ployed workers. It is a shrewd 
scheme to foist the burden of un- 
employment on to the working 
class and use the misery of the un- 
employed as a club against s‘rikers 
and workers who fight for higher 
standards of living. 

Sinclair will do nothing for the 
unemployed. He will do nothing for 
the poor farmer who will continue 
to have his farm foreciosed by the 
banks or sold for taxes by the state. 
The small home owner has already 
heard Sinclair repudiate his prom- 
ise to exempt his house from taxes. 

Silent on Reign of Terror 

The employed worker has seen 
Sinclair refuse to condemn the 
vicious reign of terror that was 
launched against all militant work- 
during the San Francisco 
general strike. Sinclair has refused 
to commit himself on such a vital 
issue as discrimination against 
Negro, Filipino, Chinese and foreign 
born workers. He has refused to 
endorse the candidacy of the mili- 
tant fighter Leo Gallagher, for the 
Supreme Court. And at a time 
when the workers of this country 
are attacking the hunger policies of 
the New Deal, he has fully endorsed 
the Roosevelt regime. This means 
that he has endorsed the murder of 
all strikers who have been killed in 
defense of their right to picket, to 
strike and to organize. 

The huge vote that Sinclair re- 
ceived in the primary elections was 
the expression of the discontent of 
the toilers with the reactionary 
policies of Acting Governor Merriam, 
the servant of the financial] and in- 
dustrial interests. Many workers 
voted for him in the belief that a 
vote for him was a vote against the 
vigilante terror that was used 
against the general] strike. 

Spokesman for New Deal 


In the light of Sinclair’s actions 
since his nomination, the workers 
of California should reconsider the 
matter.

The notorious 
Ford Service Department is involved 
heavily. We want to tell Krause 
and Company that we have not told 
all we know yet. 


The Ford Workers’ Wages 


‘These rotten and corrupt Ford 
Executive Administrators are the 
men who emphatically state that $5 
a day is plenty for any Ford worker. 
They might, they say extend it to 
$5.20 up to $5.60 a day and in a 
few instances even be generous to 
give $6 a day. In any case they 
could not give any more because 
the cost of the jobs is already too 

. Here we have these Ford 
Executive Administrators using up 
men's time month after month and 
thousands of dollars of material for 
their own personal use and their 
friends. This is all put down to a 
job number and is charged on the 
cost sheet as such. This is what 
makes the job cost so much. 

Take a particular case, a job is 
costed to take 22 men with $2,500 
of material, four weeks to complete. 
Ten or twelve of these men with 
61.200 worth of this material are 
using it to make up all kinds of 
articles for the personal use of these 
Ford Executive Administrators and 
The ten to twelve 
men who are left on the costed job 
are driven and speeded up as far 
as they can go to make up the time 
of the rest of the men Who are 
supposed to be on this job. The 
jobs are slapped up anyway and 
often accidents happen as the re- 
sult of this infamous corrupt tribe 
of Ford’s administrators. 


We want to point out to the Ford 
workers that at no time has there 
been a chance to call the bluff of 
these Ford officials like the present. 
We want to suggest that on no 
account should they allow them- 
selves to be provoked. We know 
that it’s difficult to stand pat and 
to be domineered by tripe like 
these. But they are just trying to 
get the chance to fire you. We 
suggest that groups of Ford work- 
ers should be formed in every de- 
partment in the plant and then 
make a combined demand for an in- 
crease in our wages and also make 
a determined effort to control the 
working conditions. We can do it.

A.A. Leaders’ Betrayal

For Scab Recruiting Agency 


Proves Blind 


By a Metal Worker Correspondent 

NEW YORK.—I answered an ad- 
ver‘isement in the N. Y. American 
for a toolmaker’s job. I was sus- 
picious of this advertisement be- 
cause it appeared every week in 


various forms as a “blind ad, 
always, the Box No. was “American 
Circle.” That means 59th st. sec- 
tion of New York. I saw there are 
no factories around this section to 
absorb all the toolmakers they ad- 
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vertised for. My conclusion that 
this must be a scab recruiting 
agency was correct. 


I received a reply to call at the 
Atlantic Production Companies, 
Room No. 814, General Motors Bldg., 
1775 Broadway. The letter was 
signed Victor Hunt. 


On the door of this firm also ap- 
peared the name: Manufacturers’ 
Auxiliaries Co., represented in every 
principal city in the U. S. A. The 
names of these cities were painted 
on the door. The first question Mr. 
Victor Hunt asked me after sizing 
me up was: “Have you ever served 
in the military forces?” I told him 
I could not see the connection be- 
tween a soldier and a ‘oolmaker. 
He said they required men accus- 
tomed to discipline and taking or- 
ders. He questioned me on union- 
ism. I naturally condemned it in 
order to find out what it was all 


no doubt that these people are the 


about. Right here he let the cat 
out of the bag. 

The job was a three-hour ride 
from New York. He could not tell 
me at the first interview where it 
was. He expressed himself that 
way. The job pays 70 cents to 80 
cents an hour, according to the 
work I would be assigned to. As a 
reward for my spying work, I am 
to get $45 per month extra. I am 
to report every other day on what 
is going on in the shop. The re- 
port is to be made to the New York 
office. 

My main qualification was to be 
a good mixer. Report anyone that 
is attempting to organize. But at 
the same time I am to work myself 
into an official capacity in the 
union. To watch the foremen in 
the place particularly as to their 
sympathy with the union. 

I was told to write a 15-page 
letter to Mr. Victor Hunt as to my 
observations as I leave his office, 
so he could determine whether I 
have the keen. observation powers 
required for this job. The sub- 
stance of this letter was to be: as I 
left the office, did I see anything 
wrong?—with the elevator man, 
with the starter in the building; if 
there are any meetings in Columbus 
Circle, what I observed of. the 
crowd, the speakers, etc., what I 
thought of my conversation with 
Mr. Hunt, etc. I promised to con- 
sult my wife on all this, and left 
the place. 

A warning to all locals of the 
Steel & Metal Workers Industrial 
Union and all other unions 
throughout the country: Check up 
on this scab outfit in your city. 
Watch those who enter this place.
